men Who Have Conquered the 
World of Letter* Came to Inrnde 
the Domain of Fiction. 
There is an unfailing fascination in 


Hie story of the beginnings of brilliant 
careers, and especially of the careers 
oi' men ^nd -women who have con- 


rpU the world of readers, aad have 


fame and fortune in the difficult 


'i of letters. 
io of the most successful of literary 
rnoi'ships had its origin Is a casual 


• upper conversation at a Bohemian 
club. Walter Besant ana James Bice, 
both young men of literary ambitions, 
weio discussing one of Dickens' novels, 
when Rice said, casually: "If I give 
you tho plot of a story, Besant, will 
you \vrHo It?" "T don't mind trying," 
Besant answered; and within a few 
weeks the first of a brilliant series 
of novols was under way. 


Kider Haggard was reading for tho 


bar In the early eighties with an eye 
on the woolsack, and no dream of the 
career in fiction that awaited htm, 
when it occurred to him, as a recrea- 
tion from the dry bones of the law, to 
weave a story out of his South African 
experiences. To his surprise and de- 
light tho story flowed fluently under 
his pen, and finally assumed ample 
shape as "The Witch's Head." That 
It was not a success mattered little; 
for it had shown him his true metier, 
and paved the way for "King Solo- 
mon's Mines," and all tile gold they 
yielded. 


It was only when briefs resolutely 


declined to drift to his chambers that 
Anthony Hope Hawkins, a young bar- 
rister, In all the modified glory of an 
untarnished wig, turned his thoughts 
to the pen to while away the hours of 
waiting for solicitors who never came. 
It was thus that he wrote "A Man of 
Mark," which was rather suggestive of 
future distinction than productive of 
present profit. But fame came quicker 
than briefs after all, and his "Prisoner 
of Zenda," four years later, gave him 
all the start he desired, 


Grant Alien had wooed science to lit- 


tle pecunlaiy purpose for many years 
before he was tempted to stray Into fic- 
tion, for which he never had much 
respect. Perhaps no one was as sur- 
prised ns himself to find that he could 
write a story iulte as cleverly as a sci- 
entific treatise, and while "Physio- 
logical Aesthetics" brought him repute 
as a man of science, "Phillstla" point- 
ed the way to gold, which In these flays 
of stress Is so much better. The science 
which he designed for a staff became a 
recreation, but bis heart was in it rath- 
er than in his novels. 


M. Zola was tying up parcels in 


Hachette's publishing house when he 
was tempted to read one of Flaubert'8 
novels. Much as the young packer was 
Impressed with Its cleverness, he 
thought he could write a novel quite as 
good, and he Immediately set to work 
with the results known equally to the 
>7orld and his bankers. 
It was the memory of his long tramps 


through tho Australian bush that turn- 
ed Guy Boothby's thought to fiction. 
He had new material full of Interest to 
the reading world. Why not present it 
in the marketable form of a novel? 
The buggeiiion took shape In "On the 
Wallnby," uud the world knows what 
that led to. 


With Muilej Roberta It was the 


same. He had for many years led a 
life «f adventure, which was stranger 
than fiction, in every jart of the world, 
and in nil characters from cowboy to 
common seiiman. It was easy from 
such rich material to weave the "West- 
ern Avcrnus," the first of his long se- 
i ics of thrilling romances.

>ml stage experiences suggested to 
"iuj ;i.c !a«» o' his first venturejn let- 


ters, "On the Stage and Off," u at 
least a variant from teaching, clerk'i 
work and acting, which baft mtde up 
bis precarious exlttence 4er nm» 
years; and when Mr. Zangwlll grew 
sick of teaching the three R's to young 
Jews,-what more natural than, with 
his skill with the pen, he should wear* 
a story of the "Children of the 
Ghetto," although this was not his nrat 
venture In literature? 


Marie Corelll had bo thought of fic- 


tion when she was training for the 
career of a musician and composer; 
and It was a strange psychical ex- 
perience that turned her thoughts to 
the pen and Inspired her "Bomance of 
Two Worlds," which took novel read- 
ers by storm.

impelled Olive Schreiner, a dreamy girl 
In her teens, to speak her thoughts oft 
paper In "The Story of an Afrlcuil 
Farm."

Among the rights secured that make 
up the right to liberty was the right 
of trial by jury, tbe right when a 
person was imprisoned to have the 
alleged cause of imprisonment immed- 
iately inquired into by a court to- 
gether with other rights that effect 
the body. When the right of the person 
to liberty waa secured, progress made 
its appearance in commercial 
anc 


social forma, and in these forms it has 
largely continued to the present, aidec 
by progress made in letters and in a 
better aud more general knowledge o 
natural law. 


The results have been developmen' 


and activity in all departments o 
Industry. It seems to be in the order 
of things' for evil to be present with 
the good there is in nature and in the 
utfairs of men. While the race has 
been making progress in industry and 
commerce an evil cause was present 
wluob has become more prominent 
than any department in the last three 
hundred years subject to progress 
which prominent cause is, opposition 
to the active and real cause of al 
progress. The real cause of all prog- 
ress is labor, and the cause of oppo- 
sition to labor ia aelflabneea nnd avar- 
icionsoese, and as a result of thoee 
active uttributee of the human mind 
a pittance of tho wealth produced by 
labor baa been given it to hold son 
and body together that it may con 
tinue to be need by capital. 


In the general advancement of the 


last three ceuturiea labor has accom 
pUshed much more for itself than 
appears En dollars aud cents acquired 
by the avariciouaneaa of capital to the 
impoverishment of labor in money 
The future ruling power of the world 
lins acquired through progress made 
a knowledge of its power, aud its true 
position to society, capital and prog- 
ress. Tbe knowledge that labor has 
acquired has furnished light in the dark 
places that have been shaded by slavery 
duriug progress made, whose shadow 
has covered the earth in some form 
frotn the beginning. Organized capital 
is now engaged in a work which in in- 
tended to perpetuate the shadow of 
slavery according to the old slave idea 
for all time, but natures laws, which 
are against slavery in any form, are 
more mighty than lords and organ 
ized capital. 


Tba knowledge that labor bis ac- 


quired of the righteousness of its 
cause and of tbe injury it ia receiving 
from capital make up its cause for 
contention. 
Selfishness aud greedi 


ness make op tbe cause of contention 
by combined capital, each of which ia 
dependent upon the other, nod each ia 
a part of tho other, aud when com- 
bined in action are tbe most oruel aud 
villainous attributes of the human 
mind; bnt nature always provides a 
shield against its evils, and as a pro- 
tection against these cruel attributes 
it has made them cowards. 


Tbe eeemlog impregnable position 


and power of combined capital gives to 
labor, clotbed In its goodness and in- 
nocence, an appearaace of Muakaesa 
personified; but behind this seeming 
weakness there is a Intent power the 
world in its dreams has not measured. 
Capital believes it baa its measure, bat 
there is n factor necessary to a correct 
and sure belief that capital has over 
loofcecJ. The measuring rod of capital 
is made of gold. No eilvev in it, and 
gold dollars will measure tbinga only 
of material value. 


The moral force and power of labor 


capital has not figured on, au onnco of 
whit-h will have more weight than 
many pounds of gold wben used in 
battle by the rigbt againsf the wrongs 
of gold. 


It may be true that tbe editor of tbe 


JiMlroad Trainmen's Journal thought 
be was writiug upon a commonplace, 
every-dar matter wben he wrote: ''We 
have all prayed for tbe time when 
every social question would .become a 
political question, and that" time is 
now up to us, and it is our business to 
take advantage of it." 
^Whatever scope tbe language used 
was intended to cover is not necessar- 
ily included, because it contains the 
essence of prophesy regarding tbe 
present position of labor to capital 
and to the world.
